Much  of  the  big  jump  in  the 
budget  is  caused  by  the  Joint  Dis- 
trict's plans  to  open  its  new  1,200 
pupil  Knoch  High  School  near 
Saxonburg  for  the  next  school 
term. 

Teacher  salary  increases  man 
dated  by  the  state  also  loom  large 
in  the  soaring  cost  picture. 

Budget  makers  estimated  that 
seven  additional  elementary  teach- 
ers. four  new  secondary  teachers 
and  an  additional  clerk  will  be 
needed  next  year.  The  cost  was 
estimated  at  $82,200. 

Mandated  salary  increases  for 
the  present  teaching  and  adminis- 
trative staff  will  add  an  estimated 
$27,100  to  operation  costs. 

For  the  new  high  school,  the 
budget  allocates  $18,000  for 
maintenance  workers;  $8,000  for 
fuel;  $5,000  for  janitorial  sup- 
plies; $10,000  for  insurance. 

An  additional  $10,000  is  to  be 
set  aside  to  defray  pupil  trans- 
portation costs,  and  $4,000  is  allo- 
cated for  uniforming  the  high 
school’s  50-piecc  band. 

School  districts  comprising  the 
jointure  supply  the  budget  money 
from  tax  funds  on  a percentage 
basis.  The  percentages  in  effect 
this  year  were:  Clinton  Tup., 
21.45;  Jefferson  Twp.,  24.21;
